Mr. Webster’s Resolutions. 

It is probable that a majority of our 
readers have some days since, seen and 
read the following resolutions, and it is 
also as probable that many have not; 
but though all have, they are, in our 
judgment, of sufficient importance to 
justify their insertion at this time, as 
matter for future reference. 

However the principles they disclose 
are or may be regarded by the political 
friends of Mr. Webster in this section 
of the country (by the influential mem- 
bers of the party of which is a distin- 
gufshed leader) we neither know nor 
shall attempt to predict. But we think 
it sufficiently apparent that, whatever 
difference there may heretofore have

resolutions refer, between the principles 
developed by them and the principles 
avowed by the President in his Mess- 
age, at the opening of the present ses- 
‘sion of Congress. 

The message contends that the sound- 
est maxims of public policy, and the 
priaciples upon which republican insti- 
tutions are founded, recommend a pro- 
per adaptation of the revenue to the ex- 
penditure; and that in affecting this ad- 
justment, it is due to the interests of 
the different States, and permanency of 
the Union, that the protection afforded 
to any branches of the national indus- 
try should not exceed what may be ne- 
cessary to counteract the regulations of | 
foreign nations, and to secure a supply 
of those articles of manufacture, essen- 
tial to the national independence and 
safety m time of war. It is, therefore, 
recommended by the President to Con- 
gress, that the whole scheme of duties 
be gradually reduced to the revenue 
standard, as soon asa just regard lo the 
faith of the government and to the preser-

The Havre packet ship Henri IV. Captain

Whilst waiting 
the farther decision of King William, the 
French army in Belgium is returning to 
France, and it was expected would have 
entirely evacuated Belzium, before the 
10th of January. The combined English 
and French squadrons remain inactlve in 
the Downs or confine themselves to di-
